THE DAY IN CONGRESS. 


DAKOTA APPLYING FOR ADMISS- 
ION INTO THE UNION. 


Senator Butler TakingaStand Against it—Mr. Sher- 
man Introduces a Bill to Discontinue the Coin- 
age of the Silver Dollar—Full Pro- 
ceedings of Both of the Houses. 


WASHINGTON, January 28.--Among_ the 
hills introduced in the senate was one by Mr. 
sherman to discontinue the coinage of the 
silver dollar and to provide for the purchase 
of silver bullion in bars, not less than two mil- 
lion ounces nor more than four million ounces 
per month; at its market price, and for the is- 
sue, in payment therefor, of coin certificates of 
not less denomination than $10 each. the bul- 
lion to remainm the treasury as security for 
the payment of the certificates. 

Mr. Ingalls presented the petition of Frede- 
rick Douglass aud other leading colored citizens 
of the District of Columbia, complainingagainst 
Cciscriminations against them at theaters anid 
other plaees of public entertainment in the 
city of Washington, and praying that the 
license laws of the District of Columbia be so 
amended asto prevent such discrimination. 
The petition, Mr. Ingalls said, was accompanied 
by affidavits in support of its averments. The 
petition was appropriately referred. 

The senate then weut to the calendar and 
resumed the Consideration of the bill to divide 
the Sioux reservation in Dakota into two 
separate reservations and to secure the re- 
linauishment of the Indian title tothe same. 

After a debate, the bill at 2 o'clock was dis- 
placed by a bill providing for the admission of 
Dakota. 

Mr. Butler’s substitute for the committee's 
biliwas read. Itisan “enabling” act, pro- 
viding for the admission of the territory of 
Dakota as a wholeas a state of the union,when 
an election shall have been held under this act 
and a constitution, republican in form, 
shall have been adopted by the people of such 
territory. The substitute also prescribes -in 
detail the conditions to be observed by the 
proposed state as to public lands, schools, ete. 

Mr. Butler then took the floor in support of 
his substitute. He conceded the right of the 
people of a territory to apply for admission as 
a state when it had the necessary conditions; 
but he denied that the territory had any in- 
herent right to organize a state government. 
Congress alone could authorize the transition 
from a territory to a state, and the exercise of 
that power by any other body would be a bold 
usurpation. The architects of our govern- 
ment were master workmen and had estab- 
lished a government system capable of indefi- 
nite expansion. The right to initiate proceg tings 
for the admission of new states was given by 
the constitution to the sovcreign people of 

sovereign states, to whom belonged the mate- 
rial out of which the new fabric of govern- 
ment was to be built. Had Dakota presented 
here a case complying with the condition thus 
implied? Mr. Butler accepted the invitation ex- 
tended by Mr. Harrison and would stand on a 
plane higher than party politics. He would 
appeal to the law, and if the law 
did nct support him he would give up the 
contest. He would first admit that Dakota 
bad the essentials for admission as a state and 
when she should present herself in an orderly 
end constitutional manner, before congress, he 
(Butler) would be prepared to welcome into 
the union -her enterprising population Mr. 
Butler then quoted from the ordinance of 1737 
to prove that territories were to be admitted 
under supervision of congress, and «quoted 
from the treaty of 1803 to show that such an 
adimission must be in accordance with the 
ccnstitution of the Uuited States. Mr. Butler 
then proceeded to argue that the territories 
bad no right to divide themselvesup at their 
cwn pleasure and do as Dakota had done. He 
differed with Mr. Harrison as to the etfect of 
many of the precedents cited by that senator 
in support of his position. While so dilfering, 
however, he did not even admit that 
the precedents were binding on congress ex- 
cept in so far as they appealed to the judgment 
and reason of congress, for there could hardly 
be found acase of the overturning ofa social 
order that could not tind some precedent in its 
support. Astothe admission of Tennessee, 
Kentucky and Maine, these had been cavred 
cut of territory belonging to North Carolina, 
Virginia and Massachusetts, three of the orig- 
inal thirteen states, and under the constitution 
the consent of the legislatures of those states 
was all that was necessary, and was taken as 
tantamount toanenablingact. Inthe cases 
of Arkansas and Michigan, two political 
Titans.slavery and anti-slavery were approach- 
ing each other by converging lines—Michigan 
represented one and Arkansas _— repre 
sented the other. Both were taken in- 
tothe union (as Mr. Butler insisted) in an 
unconstitutional manner. These were 
cases of compromisc—attempts to temporize 
with the impending, irresistible conflict. It 
would have been better for the country if it 
had been at that time met and settled than to 
have postponed it toa time thirty years later 
when the power and capacity of sections to 
struggle with each other had so largely in- 
creased. Jowa, Missouri, Wisconsin and Ne- 
vada, Mr. Butler said, had come into the union 
under enabling acts. Slavery was now deal. 
The people of the union were becoming more 
and more homeogeneous. Time was smooth- 
ing down the asperities that came of the con- 
flict. We were happily at peace. Our terri- 
tories were being occupied by intelligent 
and hardy pioneers. Why then, do we 
part from. safe, time-honored constitutional 
rules for the admission of new members into 
the family of states’? Of twenty-five states ad- 
mitted into the union, but six had come in in 
this irregular manner, and these under pecu- 
liar circumstances. Was there a pressing po- 
litical exigency lurking behind this movement 
which impelled it forward with almost un- 
seemly zeal? Was there a purpose to hasten 
proceedings lest a change might come which 
might change the political complexion of the 
representatives sent to the national legislature? 
Mr. Butler could not disabuse his mind of such 
a suspicion, and that snap judgment would be 
rendered if we refused to ratify the present 
movement. He insisted that the action of south 
Dakota had been ultra voir and _ void. 
Besides, he had received intimations of fraud 
in the proceedings taken there of crimination, 
re-crimination and ringism. Much division of 
opinion prevailed in the territory as to a di- 
Vision on the line of the 46th parallel. Why 
not have a fair hearing on al! the questions in- 
velved, so that when congress should meet 
again it should have material for intelligent 
action. Mr. Butler particularly disclaimed any 
hestility to the people of Dakota. There was 
nothing in the range of his constitutional duty 
that he would not be willing to do for their 
haypiness and prosperity. If the territery 
were as largely democratic as it was now re- 
publican he would feel constrained, under the 
conditions now presented, to oppose its 
a@mission till the constitutional method 
wasadopted. The worst enemies the territory 
had, Mr. Butler said, were certain self-seekinz 
politicians,who employed vulgar abuse through 
channels of disreputakle newspapers. He 
knew Mr. Edgerton personally, having served 
with him in the senate and bore testimony to 
his high character, but regretted that he could 
Lot vote for his admission from Dakota on the 
‘ase Low presented, There was no one out- 
“ie of Mr. Butler’s party friends that he 
‘“culd more willingly have voted for, The 
wet gentleman he did not know, but had 
‘Card high encomiums of him. Mr. Butler 
te hardly conceive that any personal dis- 
ea _ been meant by the ‘‘railroading 
a ae committee on territories of an 
by My “y report on the resolutions offered 
Thev | est and himself, relating to Dakota. 
y had been adversely passed upon at the 
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very first meeting ofthe committee, after their 
reference by the senate, without notice or op- 
portunity, Mr. Butler said to him to be pres- 
ent at their consideration. He inquired 
whether this haste was because ofa fear that 
if a full consideratlon had been given 
to those resolutions, the weakness of 
the case now made for Dakota would 
be made manif@m, or that the motive behind 
the cfforts of the state executive committce 
would be exposed? If Dakota were admitted 
under the unconstitutional action already 
‘taken, we might as well abolish all pariia- 
mentary proceedings and judicial forms. 
“When Dakota shall come here,” said Mr. 
Butler, in conclusion, “provided with a proper 
countersign, if it shall be my duty to be on 
guard, I will with pleasure pass her on to the 
heart of the citadel of the nation.” 

Mr. Wilson, of Iowa, contended that the 
action of the people of Dakota was in every 
serse proper, peaceful and constitutional, and 
no narrow partisanship orgpolitical bias should 
be permitted to interfere with the manly and 
honorable demands of its people to admission 
as a state. 

The debate then closed, and the bill 
over till two o’clock tomorrow, at which hour 
Mr. Vest will have the floor. 

A resolution was offered by Mr. Call, and 
was at his request laid over for the present, 
instructing the judiciary committee of the 
senate to report a bill providing forthe re- 
tiremennt or removal of United States district 
and circuit judges when, from any cause, they 
shall become unable to perform the duties of 
their cftice, discriminating between drunken- 
nessand other causes, so that drunkenness 
may be punished by impeachmentand removal 
fiom office. 

Another resolution offered bythe same senator 
was, on like request, similarly disposed of, di- 
recting the judiciary committee to report a bill 
providing for forfeiture and opening to settle- 
ment of railroad land grantsin cases in which 
railroads have not been built within time pre- 
scribed by congress. 

Mr. Call, rising to a question of privilege, 
road an article from a recent issue of Louis- 
ville Courier Journal, which stated that he 
(Call), had introduced a bill providing for re- 
tirement on a salary of $2,000 a vear, judges 
who became disabled through drunkenness, 
The article proceeded to say that any young 
lawyer who could secure an appointment as 
federal judge would, by this bill, be enabled 
to secure a yearly pension of $2,000 by making 
himself a sot pro hoc vice, that, after securing 
the pension, he could sober up and live the re- 
mainder of his life in a proper way at the 
expense of the government. 

Mr. Call denied having presented any bill of 
the character referred to. “No one,” said he, 
“who has intelligence enough to be outside of 
a lunatic asylum will construe the bill which 
I have presented as capable of leading to any 
such result.” He had introduced a bill, he 
said, providing that federal judges disqualitied 
by diunkenuess should be retired at the in- 
stance of the attorney general until the judge 
can be removed by impeachment and perma- 
nently removed from ollice. 

A message from the house announced thie 
death of Hon. Reuben Ellwood, late member 
of that body from Illinois. Brief eulogies on 
the deceased representative were pronounced 
by Messrs. Cullom and Logan. after which the 
senate. asa further mark of respect his 
memory, adjourned.

from 1789 to the 30th of June, tss5. 

The secretary of war and postmaster general 
are also called on for astatement of balances 
as shown by the books in their department.

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Senator Sherman’s Bill to Amend the Coin- 
age Act of 1878. 

WASHINGTON, January 2s8.--The following 
is the full text of Mr. Sherman’s bill to amend 
the coinage act of February 28, 1578: 

Be it enacted, etc., That the coinage of tie silver 
dollar provided for by the first section of the act 
to Which thisisan amendment, be discontinued 
from and after the passage of this act. 

rection 2. That the secretary of the treasury is 
authorized and directed to purchase from time to 
time silver bullion in bars, not less thau 9-10 fine, 
at the market price thereof, not less than two inil- 
Jion ounces, troy, per month, nor more than four 
million ounces, troy, per month, and shall issue 
jin payment therefor coin certificates of the United 
States, in nominations of not less than $10 each, 
corresponding with the denominations. of United 
States notes, and the bullion so purchased shall 
he retained in the treasury for the securi- 
ty and for payment of the same; and 
amount of such certificates at any time outstand- 
ing shall notexceed cost of bullion purchased by 
such certificates, and certificates thus issued shal] 
be receivable for customs, taxes and all public 
dues, and when so received may be reissued: and 
the secretary of the treasury shall redeem in coin 
esid certificates on their presentation for redemp- 
tion at the office of the assistant treasurer of the 
United States in the city of New York, in sums not 
less than $50. 

Section 3. That any holder of standard silver 
dollars or gold coin of the United States, or gold 
bullion, at its mint value may deposit the same 
with the treasvrer or any assistant treasurer of the 
United States in sums not less than $10 and receive 
coin certificates therefore, similar in denomination 
and Jegal effect to the certificates va then ree for in 
the preceding section. The coin deposited for or 
representing certificates shall be retained in the 
treasury for the payment of the same on demand.

Mr, Noél,a Close-Fisted, Retired Merchant Caugh by 
the Plausible Tale of eSharper, Whbd Sccured 
Six Thousand Dollars—Gdis Arrest in 
Georgia—The Full Particulars, Etc. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 23.— (Special. ]— 
The little gold brick trick was neatly worked 
on Oscar F. Noel, a retired merchant of this 
place, recently, to the tune of seven thousand 
dollars, and the gentle stranger who played the 
game was placed behind the bars this morniug 
early. The trick is the oldone. One Howard. 
with several] aliases, seeking « dear friend, un- 
folded his sorrows at not finding him. He 
wanted: to get money to develop a valuable 
gold mine in Arizona belonging to an old In- 
dian. Noel bit. An interview was arranged, 
and specimen bricks were shown, upon which 
six thousand dollars cash was advanced. The 
next day Noel tumbled. He received a note 
from Howard, telling him to be a good boy and 
not tell anybody about his brass bricks. A 
reward of five hundred dollars was 
offered, and CC. W. Page, Springfleld, 
Illinois, concluded that T. J. Hennessy, of St. 
Louis, was the man. Hennessy's house was 
spotted, aud when his intimate friend left the 
city Page followed him to Marietta, Ga., where 
he arrested his nfan, pretendedly on an Indi- 
anacase, Hetook him to Atlanta and tolled 
him thence to Tennessee, to telegraph about 
compromising the Indianacase. Once in Ten- 
nessee vO requisition papers were needed, and 
Ilemnessy, alius Jloward, alias Davis, alias 
Biown, alias Van Dorn, was jailed. He is the 
same slick artist who perpetrated the gold 
brick swindle at Madison, Ind., Logansport, 
Ind.; and Columbus, ©.

LEAVENWORTH, Ks., January 23.—In the 
case of the state against McCrystal to suppress 
a saloon under the nuisance clause of the pro- 
hibitory law on trial here for two days, the 
jury has returned a verdict of not guilty.

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., January 28.—Michael 
Kurtz, alias Sheeny Wike, was discharged 
this morning in the circuit court, but on leav- 
ing the court room, was immediately rearrest- 
ed, pending the receipt of proper papers from 
New York. The defect in the previous papers 
was that Kurtz was indicted in New York 
under the name of Robert Smith and nothing 
in the papers showed the identity of Smith 
and Kurtz. Strong efforts to secure his re- 
lease will be continued. 


W ASHINGTON.GOSSIP. 


Public Buildings for the South—Reply to 
the Senate. 

WASHINGTON, January 23.—In the senate 
today, Mr. Mahone, from the committee on 
public buildings and grounds, reported favor- 
ably bills for the erection of public buildings 
at Vicksburg, Miss., $100,000; Greenville, S. 
C., 350,000, and Fortress Monroe, Va., $15,000. 
At the cabinet meeting today, the question of 
the policy to be adopted in regard to applica- 
tions by the senate for information concerning 
“suspensions” from office was considered. The 
president is understood to be opposed to com- 
plying with the requests, and is 
sustained by all the members of the 
cabinet. Atthe meeting today letters were 
formulated in answer to the requests of the 
senate for papers touching changes in office of 
the United States marshal for the southern 
district of Alabama, and in the office of collec- 
tor of internal revenue for the district of South 
Carolina. The exact language -of 
the letter cannot be learned but 
it is known they inform the senate that 
it is not deemed advisable to comply with the 
requests in their present form.

Mexicaus Mistaking United Staies Troops tor 
Indians Fire Upon Them. 

San Francisco, January 25.—A_ dispatch 
from LieutenantS Maus, through General 
Crook, states that on January 11, troops under 
Captain Crawford surrounded an Indian camp 
fifty miles southeast of Nocari, Mexico. After 
a running fight the Indians escaped. but sent 
word they wished to hold a conference. 

While the troops were waiting time for con- 
ference, they were attacked by 154 Mexican 
soldiers. Efforts were made to let them know 
that the troops were Americans and friends. 
Captain Crawford and Lieutenant Maus ad- 
vanced to talk, when a volley was fired. Cap- 
tain Crawford was shot in the head. Horn, 
the interpreter, was wounded, The Mexican 
fire was returned. The firing lasted half an 
hour, when Maus succeeded in having a talk 
with the ofticcr in command of the Mexicans, 
their captain having been killed. He was told 
the Americans were taken for hostiles, owing to 
the darkness, Horn,chief of the scouts, and two 
Indians were slightly wounded and another 
severely hurt. The Mexicans lost four killed 
and five wounded. In a telegram sent by 
Lieutenant Maus, he says he believes the 
Mexicans expected to drive the Americans oif 
with overwhelming force and secure their 
camp and effects. Captain Crawford died on 
the Isth. during the march to Nocari, were 
he was buried, He was unconscious until his 
death. Lieutenant Maus then assumed com- 
mand, 

W bite troops were en route to Nocari. Two 
sjuaws entered the camp, through whom ar- 
rangements were made by Lieutenant Maus 
for a conference with two bucks of the hostile 
hand Thisended by Chief Nana and one 
buck and his wife, and the children of (reron- 
jimo.and Natchez, sister of Geronimo, one boy 
and a woman being giveato Lieutenant Maus 
2s hostages for the observance of peace until 
Geronimo shall have met General Crook, with 
whom he expressed a wish to have a talk. 
The meeting between General Crook and 
Geronimo will! take place in about a month. 
and will undoubtedly end in the surrender of 
the Indians.

THE POLES MUST GO. 


THE CRUEL MANDATE OF PRINCE 
BISMARCK, 


He Declares that the Poles in East Prussia Must 
Leave the Country and Germans Take Their 
Place—He Advises a Coup d'etat in Pref- 
erence to Compromise, Etc., Etc. 


BERLIN, January 28.—Bismarck today, in 
the debate in the Prussian landtag on the ex- 
pulsion of the Pol@@4rem Germany. made a 
remarkable speech, occupying two hours in its 
delivery. Hesaidthe Primary cause of the 
government's action was the disloyalty of the 
Poles to the German crown. They were, he 
said, constantly engaged in intrigues against 
the covernment, and had made themselves a 
steady annoyance to Prussia.,By acting as 

ae att A ° 
accomplices of the opposition nN the German 
parliament they effected a majority against 
the government, and the crown could do 
nothing less than either deny®the demands of 
such a majority, or else destroy the evil ele- 
ment which made the majority possible. The 
Polish agitation in Germany, Bismarck said. 
had always appeared to him an element of 
danger, and Lad compelled him to keepa wateh 
upon Russia. The Poles had been constantly 
and not always unsuccessfully endeavoring to 
set foreign against Prussia. “Hence,” 
continued the chancellor, “we have deter- 
mided to buy cut all the real estate offered by 
the Polish nobles in Prussian Poland. and 
place German cclonists on the lands hitherto 
occupied by the expelled people.” 

BISMARCK MORE HOSTILE. 

In order to make colonization enure per- 
manently to the benefit of the empire the 
colonists will be prohibited from marrying 
oles. “The cost of the undertaking will be 
about three hundred million marks (about 
275,000.000), but the state wili lose no more 
than 10 per cent of this, a loss made ne7es- 
sury by the exigencies of the case, buying 
out an alien class and reselling to Germans. 
while the gain to the empire will be immeas- 
urable.”’ 

The government,’ spoke out the chancellor 
With great animation, “will never concede 
the restoration of Poland, nor a hatr’s breadth 
in that direction The Poles 
played a suspicious part in the kulturcampf. 
Whoscever refuses to help protect and main- 
tain the state is not entitled to elaim 
anything from the state. As for 
me I aim ready to save my country although it 
eost ne my headand honor. If anybody dares 
to attack Prussia’s frontiers I shall say. like 
Gladstone: “Hands off.” : 

Kefersing to the insinuation that the gov- 
ernments religious prejudices had great influ- 
ence in it6 treatment ofthe Poles, Bismarck 
said: 

“Keligion isin no wise connected with the 
expulsions, As the policy of kindness had 
failed, it became necessary to reduce the Polish 
element in Germany, and to increase the Ger- 
man element. This is the real reason fur the 
expulsions, and the government has determin- 
«da to persist In this werk despite the opposi- 
tion of the reichstag. And, in conclusion, I 
will say that before allowing the 
fatherland to be endangered. 
would counsel the emperor tomake the federal] 
government, independent of the obstruction- 
ist tactics in the reichstag, so far.as the consti- 
tution and Jaws of Germany would permit, for 
I would hold any minister to be a coward who 
should hesitate to stake everything to save his 
fatherland from danger.” 

The chancellor's speech is the principal topie 
of the conversation in tne capitol tonight. It 
is generally conceded that the speech fs equal- 
ly capable of being interpreted to foreshadow 
either the dissolution of the reichstag or a 
ecup G etat. 

THE CAUSE OF THE SPEECH. 

‘Lhe occasion of the Bismarck speech was 
the discussion of the resolution introduced on 
Saturday Jast. «expressing satisfaction at the 
pessage ina speech from the throne promising 
measures for the protection of German inter- 
ests in east Prussia.

Woods of Georgia, 
DARIEN, Ga., January (Special.]—Mr. 
k. Kk. Walkera few days ago shipped a small 
quantity of ash, as an experiment, on a vessel 
going to Noank, Conn. Gradually the vartous 
woods which abound along the Altamaha, 
such as oak, sweet and black gum, cypress, ash 
and poplar, are getting to command the atten- 
tion of shippers.

The editor of. the .Talbotton Era confesses 
to a feeling of sickness when he hears farmers 
cay they can buy their meat cheaper than 
they can raise it. Theeditor has given the 
matter a personal test, and says: “In Decem- 
ber, Iss4. we moved on our little farm near 
town. We bought of Mr. T,A. Freeman a 
-ow, for which we paid him $10. On Febru- 
aiy 17th, 1s$5, the sow brought us 8 pigs.grade 
Berkshires—one of them died. We turned 
out two of them for breeders n Friday, the 
Sth inst., we killed the sow and five shoats and 
they netted us 1,000 pounds of pork, worth in 
this market $65. Theentire cost of raising 
these shoats, and fattening them and the sow, 
including the purchase money of the sow, did 
not exceed $30. We planted Irish potatoes, 
sorghum, sweet potatoes, ground peas and 
chufas, upon which we raised them. They eat 
but very little corn. The shoats at Il), 
months old averaged 150 pounds. and we 
could have made theth go 200 if we had given 
them a little extra care. Mr. Robert Wind, of 
this city, raised in 1884, in his back yard in 
Talbotten, 4 shoats that made him 500 pounds 
of pork. He bought everything he fedtothem 
and says it was cheaper than to buy the meat. 
Mr. L. A. Baldwin, of this city, raised last year 
1,600 pounds of pork from = hogs and says it 
pays him handsomely. Govemor J. H. G.l- 
more, of this county, raised a pig which at 12 
months old weighed 310 pounds, worth over 
$20, and he says the shoat did not cost him 
exceeding $10. Mr. M. W, Hollis. one of our 
most successful farmers, says he raises his hogs 
en oats and peasand that he makes them weigh 
over 200 at 13 months old and they cost him 
little or nothing. A gentleman in the pine 
heit below Bostick says he. can.raise pork 
on chufasat acost of three cents per pound, 
and he bas sold quite a quantity in Talbotton 
this sexson. And soit goes! The truth of the 
matter is: The great reason why gur people 
don’t go into hog raising generally is because 
they are too lazy and indolent to look afte 
them. -This is a serious charge but we can't 
help but believe itthe truth. The fellow who 
doesn't raise hogs always has an excuse of some 
sort on his tongue’s end, but we thiuk they 
ought togive the true one: neglect and lazi- 
The man who farms and buys his sup- 
plies after the first year, onghtto step down 
and ont and let seme one else come who can 
and will farm 1 ght.” 

Morehead & Saiter, of Dougherty county, 
have a stock farm which is attracting some at- 
tention. The Albany News says of it: “Mr. 
Saiter, who lives on the placeand has charge 
of it, has been there for twelve years; but he 
made cotton his principal crop until two years 
ago, when he decreased his acreage in cotton 
and commenced to give more attention to live 
stock. He had made stock raising profitable 
in Kentucky and decided that he would give 
itatrialhere. Itis now a little over two 
years since he made the new departure, and he 
says that be is so well pleased with the change 
that he intendsto abandon cotton altogether 
and go into the stock business on a more ex- 
tensive scale. Any one who will visit the 
place and see his well filled barns and wel! 
kept horses, cattle and hogs, can readily un- 
derstand why and how he has become satisfled 
that stock raising can be made profitable. in 
this country. Every animal ou the place, and 
there are now a good many, is fat and sleek, 
and everything that they eat is made right 
there on the farm. Any lover of fine horses 
would be well paid for a ride ont to this farm. 
There are thirty-one head of horses, including 
brood mares and colts, on the place. Of these 
there are twelve thoroughbreds in training. 
They have a good half-mile track, and Mr. 
A. b. Hutchings, an experienced horse jockey 
trom Kentucky, does the “handling.” Every

The Prosperity of Southern Farmers. 

We print elsewhere a communication from 
a Georgia farmer on the subject of free trade. 
Our correspondent expresses his views freely. 
He is an out-and-out protectionist, and has 
evidently given the questiem some thought. 
There are thousands of farmers in this state 
who agree fully with Tur Constiruvsion in 
regard to the ultimate effects of free trade. 
These men do not write communications to 
the newspapers, but they are men who do 
their own thinking—men who have views of 
ie own, and who will not hesitate to make 

eir influence felt whenever the issue is 
made directly. 

Our farmers have been growing gradually 
more prosperous since the war, but side by 
side with their prosperity is to be traced the 
cause of it—the increase of southern manu- 
factories and industries of all kinds, the de- 
velopment of our materia) resources, and the 
gradual growth of better home markets. 
Only the other daya flippant little free 
trade organ rushed into the discussion to in 
quire why it was, if protection was sucha 
marvelous progenitor home markets as 
THE CoN#eritUTION had declared it to be, 
that the southern farmers had so few home 
maikets, though the experiment had been 
going on for twenty years 

From a free trade point of view, this 1s 
supposed to be a crushing argument, but if 
would have been more becoming in the little 
organ to express surprise that, under the cir- 
cumstances—considering the utter prostra- 
tion of the south and the paralysis of all its 
energies by the results of the war —this see- 
tion had made any progress at all. 

As a matter of fact, however, the south is 
richer today than when the war] -zun, and 
far more prosperous if we take int consider- 
ation all the possibilities. Our far.wers, and, 
indeed, our whole people, have been accnsed 
of shiftlessness by those more fortunately 
situated so far as the rewards of industry are 
concerned ; but shiftlessness in the south, as 
has been partly shown by results since the 
war, is simply a lack of oppertunity. This 
means a great deal more than at first sight 
may appear. Give the southern farmer the 
opportunity of home markets, and he will 
develop a thrift that is truly American in 
spirit and purpose. That this spirit of thrift 
has heretofore been latent is due, not to the 
lack of energy, but to the lack of opportun- 
ty. 

Give the southern farmers this opportun- 
ity—the opportunity that has already been 
taken advantage of by the farmers of! the 
north—and they will be able to display the 
thrift, the energy and the 
velopment which favorable ‘conditions 
alone call into e xistence.

The Chicago Tribune ifts up its 
protest aginst alien enliiortien In the 
United States. There is no question but the 
Tribune has accidentally run afoul of a very 
dangerous tendency. Four or five years ago 
THE Conxstirerion called attention to the 
fact that alien capitalists were engaged in 
buying up large tracts of the most fertile 
lands in the south and west. No attention 
was paid to its warnings, however, and the 
result is that millions of ac 
land in this country have passed 
ands of capitalists whoare notonly not 
citizens of this country, but who thoroughly 
despise American institutions. 

A man named Scully, an Irish rack-renter, 
has obtained possession of a large body of 
land in Illinois. His tenants there are as 
unfortunate as his tenants in Treland, pre- 
senting a general appearance of misery and 
squaloi that would bea discredit to Irish 
peasants—and all because the laws of Lli- 
nois are so framed as to permit the exercise 
of the most unjust system of landlordism, 

When THE CONSTITUTION wrote on this 
subject several years ago, it endeayored to 
call the attention of congress to this matter, 
so as to prevent the absorption of land in 
thiscountry by the idle capital that has 
been wrung from the poor in Great Britain 
and in other governments whose people and 
whose institutions are inimical to those of 
the United States. But the average con- 
gressman thinks more of the facts and cir- 
cumstances attending his re-election than he 
does of the consideration and discussion of 
questions affecting the real interests of the 
people. Consequently nothing was done, 
and nothing will be done.

A MEETING OF CITIZENS ANDSTEPS 
TAKEN. 


That Will Resuit inthe Building of the Road if At- 
lanta Does Anything Like Her Duty—Talks 
by [Prominent Business Men—A Com- 
mittee Appointed to Meet Today 


Pursuant to the callin Tage CoNnsTITUTION 
yesterday, about seventy-five to one hundred 
gentlemen met in THE CONSTITUTION build- 
ing for the purpose of considering the} raising 
of funds to build the Georgia Midland frail- 
road. Much enthusiasm was developed in the 
conversational talk in the meeting, before the 
meeting was called to order. Mr. E, P. Cham- 
berlin was called tothe chair. Before tak- 
ing the chair Mr. Chamberlin said that the 
meeting was called for the purpose of build- 
ing the Goorgia Midland railroad, and request- 
ed Mr. H. W. Grady to state more fully the ob- 
ject of the call. 

Mr. Grady said that Mr. C. A, Collier had 
stated a few days before that he was author- 
ized to say that if Atlanta would raise $19%,- 
060, it would secure beyond doubt the building 
of the Georgia Midiand railroad to Atlanta. 
With this, Colone) R. F. Maddox offered for 
publication an interview showing the import- 
ance of 

TAKING STEPS AT ONCE ° 
to secure the road. Letters had been received 
from various citizens stating that they were 
ready to subscribe, and it was requested that a 
call be published for a meeting. This call 
had been published, and the meeting was the 
result. Mr. Grady said there was no use in 
urging upon those present the necessity of 
prompt action, or the need of Atlanta’s doing 
something to maintain her prestige, aud fur- 
ther her growth. That was admitted on all 
sides. Men who were lukewarm before, im- 
pressed by the necessity ot the present, were 
now ready td subscribe, and he believed that a 
strong and determined cffort would raise the 
money required and that the road would be 
built. Ile had never yet seen Atlanta fail to 
rise equal toany emergency and he did not 
believe she would fail now. 

Mr. Collier said that he was ready to state 
upen authority that the subscription of one 
hundred thousand dollars by Atlanta within a 
reasonable time, would secure the building of 
the Georgia Midland road from Columbus to 
this city, and that the meeting might proceed 
upon this assurance., Atlanta needed some en- 
terprise to shake off the lethargy into which 
she had fallen.
